U.S.S.R , trials, Olympics, 
movies make headlines 


A he 1990's continued this 
decade of changes with every day of 
the past year. 

Most of America thought 
Judge Clarence Thomas would be 
sworn in as the United States second 
black Supreme Court Justice. 
Thoughts were changed, however, 
after a former law associate and 
college professor, Anita Hill, testi- 
fied that Thomas had sexually har- 
rassed her while she worked as his 
legal assistant. 

The Senate Ethics Committee 
listened to both sides of the case 
before deciding the fate of Clarence 
Thomas. Three days later. Congress 
confirmed Thomas to the already 
conservative court. Four Democrats 
voted for confirmation, and one, 
Illinois' Alan Dixon, lost his spring 
primary for reelection to a woman 
and a black, Carol Moseley Braun of 
Chicago. 

America continued to watch 
the rape trials of William Kennedy 
Smith and boxer Mike Tyson. Smith 
was found not guilty of rape in 
Palm Beach. Mike Tyson was found 
guilty on all three acounts of rape 
and abusive sexual conduct brought 
against him. He was sentened to six 
years in prison by an Indianapolis 
court. 

In a trial closer to home, Cris 


Peterson , the alleged shot gun killer 
of Northwest Indiana, was found 
guilty of three murders. It took a 
jury 88 minutes and a lunch break at 
Subway to make the decision of 
execution for Peterson. 

In a disgusting and best 
forgotten trial, serial killer Jefferey 
Dahmer was sentenced to 936 years 
in prison for his incredible string of 
barbarism and murder. 

The past year also was active 
beyond our nation. 

A failed coup attempt in the 
Soviet Union later helped the col- 
lapse of Communism in the country. 

Iran's Saddam Hussein still 
plagued the lives of people around 
him as he held onto power.

A New School Look 

Classes set to move as work 
begins on renovation project 


fter thirty-five years of 
service to Highland students. 
Highland High School will never 
be the same. 

At the end of this school 
year students and staff members 
took one last walk through the 
junior/senior high school com- 
plex, then waited for renovation. 

With a budget of 
$29,300,000, renovation work 
actually started April 1. Then the 
"new gym" was closed to classes 


and fourteen temporary class- 
rooms were built there. This is to 
house various classes during the 
next two years. 

First to move will be 
science and foreign language 
classes. Their rooms in the junior 
high building will be renovated 
first, with the bulk of the senior 
high building closed from classes 
after the winter vacation. Stu- 
dents will travel to various tem- 
porary classrooms, and Superin- 


tendent Dr. Philip Cartwright 
promises safety and educational 
experience will remain the chief 
aims of the renovation. 

Coming to Highland to 
serve as Conscturction Director is 
Dr. Kosmas Kayes. He is assited 
by Mr. Fritz Wesemeyer . 

Highlights of the renova- 
tion will be air conditioning 
throughout both buildings, a new 
ceramic tile swimming pool, and 
a new media center. 


Leading the Holding Corporation which worked on 
the financing of the renovation is Jon DeGulio, High- 
land resident and Lake County Prosecutor. 


A first step in actual work was the surveying of land 
for thepower plant to be built behind the high school, 
and the area of the new swimming pool.
